Otthe grand march against Con- 
st&ntinople ho took only tho lirst step, 
after which bo beat a retreat, abelteiing 
himself behind bis forts. liut now 
came a surprise. But a fowdaya after he 
pronounced the Scrvion troops fit for 
war, the General changed his mind on 
this important subject. His very first 
failure made him complain of the utter 
incompotenco of the Servian troops 
for war. Ho began dictating feuillo- 
tons to the Eus^ian press denouncing 
the Servian soldiers as absolute opw- 
ards, skulking behind biishea and 
maiming themselves to have a pretext 
for dismissal. Hiii)pily, those feuil- 

• letons where somewhat abridged and 
'amended befoie appearing in print. 

, We next learned that the' oMcers 
^H^qgn|iflg.Ikl,.Tehernayeff were in a 
st^ te of ' nbstila antagon ism , both to 
the army thoy commuudad and to the 
Servian Govorument, to whom they 
have tendered their services. While 
on those terms with the Servian Gov- 
ernment, tho staff of Mr. Tohernayeff 
appointed Prince Milan King of Ser- 
via, contrary to the will of tbo Prince 
and to the evident prejudice of pend- 
ing negotiations. Tlieie is more in tho 
same strain which we do not care to 
repeat. As ajfibting e)iaiax,:the Ser- 
vian army has Tieien destroyed and 
whole detacbmeas of Itassiaa volun- 
teers sacrificed to the ambition of their 
Commander-iu-chiof. 

We havo no wish to injure M. 
.Tchernayefif. We are, on tho contrary,

' Ijut vfe think it necessary tosaythfit 
tie has shown himself altogether unlit 
for tho great task undertaken 
by him.

" AS EARLY SESSION. 



Wo bavo always been an advocate of 
early sossiona of tbo Lej^islaturo. The 
distance of the Capital from tbo centre 
of tbo Province; tbo oxponso attend- 
ant upon travelling to tbo seat of 
Government in tbe dead of winter; tbo 
deep snow and frozen rivers tbat mem- 
bers wbo start fiom tbe interior for tbe 
coast in midwinter bavo to face; and 
the expedition of local business gen- 
erally are all arguments in favor of tbo 
Legislature commencing its sittings in 
December of each year. "Circum- 
stances, however, alter cases." Tbo 
Wttlkem Ministry on one occasion took 
advantage of "circumstances" and did 
not open tbo House till tbo 2Qd of 
March. Tbat action met witb tbe 
apin-oval of the House and the coun- 
try. Why ? Because above and be- 
yond considerations for tbo safety, 
comfort and convenience of members, 
and the trauBttctiou of tbo local busi- 
ness there IblSnied' up' the ''enfant tervi- 
ble" of every Government since Con- 
fedefatten— the lluilway! Then, as 
~~?now,.'.ihe relations of tbo Province witb 
ihe Dbmimon weio of an exceedingly 
drUio&l'and dangerous character. The 
Q^byeriiaiiBnfc of the Province bad 
' 'complained to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment of a breacji (^f the Railway cove- 
nant bjr Oanada.' Niaw terms had been 
^proposed! • by Lord. Carnarroii" and 
racoepte^'by ibi GoTexnment' bt this 
Province, whioH blaiiiaed'the right to; 
ddlay the session in order to cousum- 
-%iate the new arrangement and prepare 
tbeir.poUoy. Oriticalias was the state 
of affairs afc that time it is ten times 
more critical now. The arrangement 
[effected by Mr. "\yalkem not having 
been carried out by the Canadian Gov- 
. "'emment the present House, at its ses- 
sion last jnrinter, unanimously resolved 
to petition'Her Majesty's Government 
to cciinpei Canada to .keep tbe Carnar- 
vbn'Tcby'eriaiiti' !.Twq* or three months 
ago there yisitod' this ^ovince a noble 
and distinguished- statesman who re- 
presented both the Imperial and Cana- 
dian Governments. Having ascertain- 
ed tbe viows of tbe inhabitants on tbo 
points at issue between tbe Province 
and Canada, he has reported his con- 
clusions to Lord Carnarvon. "Upon 
tbat report," said tbe Under Secretary 
for tbe Colonies in the British Com 
mons on tbe Ttb of August last, "Lord 
Carnarvon will base his repl}' to tbe 
memorial of the British Columbian 
House." Tbo nature of tbe report and 
reply bas not trausjjircd. The Gov- 
ernment at James Bay have received 
no intimation, by telegraph or 
any other medium, as to the views of 
the British Government on the (to ns) 
all-important matter. Prudently the 
Local Ministry have refrained from 
any communication with the Ottawa 
Government on tho subject of Railway. 
Nor will they bo juwtilied iu moving 
until they shall bavo received definite 
^^■proposals from London to lay before 
'^the^ouse br the country. It may be 
tbat the proposals will bo so favorable 
that every man iu tbe country will 
vote to accept tbera. It may be that 
they will bo so uniuvorablo that they 
■will be spurned by everybody. It may 
. ,be that a dissolution of tbe House and 
• au appeal to tho country on tbe accept- 
ance or rejection of tbo proposals will 
bo found necessary. Who can tell V Tho 
proposals may arrive by tbe next mail, 
or;they may be delayed, some week.'i. 
TTritil th'ey'do arrive '■■we 'submit that 
the Government will scarcely bo in a 
position to meet tho House with a 
definite policy on the Itailwaj ques- 
tion. A uiuininious vote of tbo House 
iu support of tho Carnarvon Terms 
has gone to England. That vote is in 
the hiitfds 'of Lord Carnarvon. He 
must accopt ifcas tbo expresnion of a 
popular body fresh from tho people 
and Iheroforo representing tho views 
of tho coiiatitueiits. But, .sujjposo 
that before tbo reply of Ijord Ciiriiar- 
von to tho memorial of tlio llou.so 
Hhall have been rocciveil tho 
House should bo convened. JJoos any 
advocate of tho Carnarvon Terms im- 
agine for a moment that the represen- 
tatives of tho sections of the Province 
■who joined in the "memoranda" to 
Lord DuU'eriu expressing "pleasure at 
the failure of tho Carnarvon Terms" 
would bo slow to improve tho oppor- 
tunity of bringing a resolution boforo 
the House to uulify the moniorial for 
lyhich they had previously voted? Of 
course they would be dofoaled. But 
what woTiltl bocomo of tbo unanimous 
vote of tbe House in favor of the Car- 
narvon Terms? And what iuiluenco 
niigb t the wantv 9ft^',ujfj^imjty:;;not 
bavo upon Lord Carnarvon's decision? 

The interests that depend upon tho 
the reply of Lord Carnarvon are alto- 
gether too weighty to be trifled ivilh. 
A single misstep inij,bt destroy one of 
the best cases that was over submittod 
to a wise and just arbitrator. Tim 
Local Government have thqs far acted 
w^itk <6xcellent judgment aiid wo hope 
' that tboy will not imperil the confi- 
dence the .country roposos in their 
.bonesty of purpoHo and ability by 
rfjuUing tbo Housp togoihor until they 



sliall bavo somothing definite to lay 
Ijofore it concerning tbo most impor- 
tant question tbat is likely to arise 
during the session . Should they adopt 
a diCerent course they will subject 
themselves to reproach and certain do- 
feat in a House wbero, under existing 
circumstances, they are absolutely im- 
pregnable.

Rkmarkable Property of Tomato 
Lf.aves. — A fruit-grower in Valjiaraiso, 
South America, claims to liavu discovered 
a singular property iu tomato leaves. Hay 
iug had occasion to cut down some toma- 
to vines, ho chancod to use them as a 
sfnlch around his peaob/trees; 'To bis 
astonishment ho found that the curcnlio 
which had been destroying his fruit aban- 
doned tho trees encircled by tho tomato 
mulch. Pursuing soi.io invosligatious 
natur.dly suggestcil by the uno.\pectod 
circumstanao, Iio fmnul that tho free uso 
of tomato vines formed a perfoot protec- 
tion, not only against tho curculio, but 
against other noxious insects. Ho also 
found that a tea or decoction of tomato 
leaves, when sprinkled on other plants, 
freed them of iuseota. If those are facts, 
they are of the utmost importanoe to hor-

LAST NIGHT'S^ DISPATCHES. 

Frightful Disaster in a Theatre— Three 
Hundred Persons Bnmed! 

. New York, Dec. 5 — Brooklyn Thoatrn 
was burned to-night, fire origini.1 nig dur- 
ing tho iierfornianco of tho T.vo Orphans. 
The lianic was terrible. 

New York, Dun. C--Tho flro in Brook- 
lyn theatre last night was attended by ap- 
palling loss of life; and it is th'6niBlit"tbat 
not less than 100 persons were ' killed in 
tho rush to the exit or burned to death, 
being unable to escajio. 

Tue fire broke out during tho pcrform- 
anco of the last scene of tho Two Orphans, 
in which Miss Olaxton who i)lay8 tLio part 
of tho lioroiuo, lies on tho boat-house 
floor. In live miuuteH rapro" the' audience 
would havo boon dismissed, and there 
■■vould h a ?e been nothing more serious to 
rei^erd than the destruction of tbe pro- 
perty. The house was about two thirds 
full and had been sitting well forward to- 
wards the stage. For those in the family 
circle, dress circle and galleries there was 
no way of escape except by Wa>hington 
street. 'The panic-stricken people rush- 
ed pellmuU tovvardH aud donn the stair- 
ways. Tbe main exit became immediately 
choked up und a scone of terror, confu- 
sion and distress en^ued which beggars 
dejierii)tion. Just above tho landing 
place of tho .stairway a woman in the rusli 
had her foot jmsluMl between the banis- 
ters aud f.dl ; tho crowd behind fell over 
her and piled on top of each other four or 
•live deep. The' police from tho station- 
honsd next door Ayere promptly at the 
scene, but owing to tho manner in which 
tho i)eople were jiilod on top of each other 
and massed together, they could extricate 
(Kimparativoly few and those were all 
bruised, bleeding and maimod. Tho fire- 
men got to woik on the rains and shortly 
after daylight this morning they fuoneed- 
ed in getting as far ns tho wall of the dress 
circle, where they fonnd a number of 
bculioh iiiul iuuncdiatoly began the work 
of removal, and u]) to 11 o'clock G5 bodies 
had been reeovcMcd and what appeared to 
be 20 or 30 more wero seen in the baao- 
ment. into which they had been precipi- 
tated by the fa'ling burning floors. 

Brooklyn, Deo. ti, 2:40 p. m. — Up to 
this boui' 13U bodies have been removed 
and owc^^iiitiil^iirthe ruins. In some ia- 
stances whole faoulfesbuve perished. The 
bodies present .eVery'^ form of contortion, 
just as they stiffened iu tho last agony 
ivhen the lloor gave way and they plung- 
ed down into the blinding smoke and 
flames. Armsnnd legs are bent and twist- 
ed in every way; bauds are cleocbod and 
reached o a j^'fiB,.^ grasping for help. Tho 
Post Fays at about 11 o'clock a horrid dis- 
covery was made. In the middle of what 
was the lobby of the theatre lay an im- 
mouse iJile ot rubbish, unouldoi iug beams, 
fragments of girders and other things. 
Tho heap was nearly oppo.site the princi- 
ple entrance lo tho auditorium of the 
theatro'and beyond it was anothoi heap 
marking the place whoro the stairs which 
led to the gallery vvere. Under the heap 
lirst meiitioni'd a dead body was tonnd 
and tho police diligently prosecuted their 
search in this direciion. With much la- 
bor some of tho heaviest lumber was 
removed and a horiible bight was 
revealed beneath.
